Swaveseg Village College 
GCSE Examination Results 1993 

After the outstanding successes of 1992, we 
were delighted that 1993's Year 11 students added 
to the growing reputation of the college by produc¬ 
ing another excellent set of results. 

In general terms, 56% of the cohort achieved 5 
or more higher grade passes - well above both 
local and national averages. At the very highest 
level, 17.3% of all subject entries resulted in a pass 
at grade A ( national average 12.7%); only half of 
one per cent of entries resulted in a U (fail) grade. 

There were particularly high levels of achieve¬ 
ment in English and Mathematics and a remark¬ 
able number of A grades were awarded in Geog¬ 
raphy, German and Art. Three pupils gained a 'full 
set' of 9 Grade A's and three more achieved 8 A's 
and a B. 

These results consolidated Swavesey's position 
on the educational map and coincided with our 
appearance in the Sunday Times "Good State 
Schools Guide" - one of only six schools in East 
Anglia. 

The challenge facing this school year's exami¬ 
nation candidates is considerable; I am confident 
they will be more than equal to it.
